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PRE-APPEAL BRIEF REQUEST FOR REVIEW 

Claims 47-48 and 51-61 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
WO 98/30706 in view of Liu et al. (1992) PNAS 97(26): 283-292 ("Liu"). According to the Office 
Action, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was 
made, to produce the construct of WO 98/30706 employing the T-cell epitopes of SEQ ID NOs: 3 
and 4, as taught by Liu (Office Action at page 2). Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection. 

As set forth at pages 2-6 of the Office Action response dated January 28, 2009, no prima 
facie case of obviousness has been established at least because: (1) Liu teaches away from the 
presently claimed invention; and (2) no reasonable expectation of success has been established.
